cularly after the Rebellion in 1715, 
and the Vear following, when we 
were delivered from the Apprehen- 


ſions of the Swediſh Inyaſion. 


As for the Reaſons which ſome 
have alledged for confiding impli- 
citly 1 in the King's Goodneſs and 
Diſcretion with Regard to this nice 
Affair, I own, they don't ſeem to 
be well founded; for we have too 
much Reaſon to know; that Princes 
are but Men; ſo that we make a 
dangerous Experiment of their Vir- 
tue, when we indulge * with

an Exceſs of Power; and the Con- 
deſcenſion to one King who de- 
ſerves it, and may manage the Peo- 
ple's Favour to their Advantage, 
will be made an Argument for ano- 
ther King, who has neither Merit 
nor Capacity, to entitle him to the 
fame Degree: of Confidence. 


Hap our Neighbours 3 
in the ſame peaceable State with 
which the Chriſtian World has been

It will, no doubt, be urged, 
that we have ſeveral Alliances with 
foreign Powers, by which they are 
a engaged to ſend us Succours in 
caſe of Danger. "Tis true, we 
have entered into many defenſive 
Treaties with ſeveral States and 
Princes; but I think the Condi- 
tion of any Nation muſt be very 
unhappy, indeed, when their Pre- 
ſervation is in the Hands of any 
foreign Powers, though they were 
willing to comply with their En- 
gagements; but the Difficulty lies 
there; for their own Affairs may 
poſſibly be in equal Danger with 
ours, and conſequently cannot ſur- 
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niſh us with any Troops, or they 
may not think it their Intereſt at 
that Time, on Account of ſome 
Alteration in the State of their Af- 
fairs. | 
Bur let us ſappoſe, for Argu- 
ment ſake, that the States of Hol- 
land (who are the only Allies we 
can confide in in caſe of Danger) 
ſhould be willing, and in a Capa- 
city of ſending us the ſtipulated 
Succors, I'll maintain the Kingdom 
might be over-run, either by a fo- 
reign or domeſtic Enemy, before 
they could arrive in England; ſuch 
1s the dilatary Method of proceed- 
ing in that State, owing to their 
Form of Government. 

Mx have a memorable Inſtance 
of this in the Year 1715; for tho 
Mr, Horatio Malpole ſollicited the 
States in the Beginning of Septem- 
ber, to have the Succours ſent away 
with the greateſt Expedition, yet 
they did not arrive in the * : 

til 
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till the Beginning of December. 
It may perhaps be ſaid, 'That the 
contrary Winds kept them on the 

Coaſt of Holland; I grant it, and 
that ſhould be a powerful Reaſon 
why we ſhould not place our Safe- 
ty in any thing that depends upon 
the Weather, I remember very well 
it was then ſuggeſted, that the 
States were induſtrious in delaying 
the March of their Troops to our 
Aſſiſtance, in order to have ſome 
Pretence to the Favour of our Ri- 
val, in caſe it ſhould be his For- 
tune to prevail. Whether that 
was the real Motive of the Delay, 
I will not take upon me to deter- 
mine; but this is very certain, 
That no People in the World, that 
underſtands their own Intereſts 
better, or conſiders the Viciflitude 
of human Affairs with more Delt. 
cacy and Juſtneſs, which has pre- 
ſerved them for a whole Century 
and more, amidſt a Number of

powerful Enemies, who had alter- 
nately endeavoured to ſubvert her 
Liberties, and conſidering the pre- 
ſent exceſſive Power of the Houſe 
of Bourbon, I am perſuaded few 
Princes will be very forward to in- 
cur their Diſpleaſure, which is the 
Caſe of ſeveral in Germany, eſpe- 
cially if that Houſe has the leaſt 
Shaddow of Right on their Side, 
and 'tis but too notorious, that the 
Faith of Treaties has, for above an 
Age paſt, been rather an Object 
of Ridicule than Obligation. 

I T will be likewiſe obſerved by 

our Adverſaries, that the Holland- 
| ers have not made any Augmenta- 
tion to their Forces, tho' they are 
nearer the Danger than Great Bri- 
tain; but it will be eaſy to de- 
monſtrate, that the Condition of 
their Affairs and ours, is very dif- 
ferent; for they have ſuch a long 
Chain of ſtrong frontier Towns, 
as would cut out Work for the

moſt formidable Armies for ſeveral 
Campaigns :. And yet we may ob- 
ſerve, by the Penſionary's Speech, 
that they look upon themſelves to 
be in great Danger. There is ſtill 
another Reflection that evidently 
diſtinguiſhes our Circumſtances from 
thoſe of Holland It is but too well 
known, that there is a Competitor 
for our Crown, which keeps us al- 
ways divided, and „ equently 
more expoſed to Dangers and In- 
vaſions; for how ealy is it for.

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the War will ſoon break out in 
that Country, and is conſequently 
at our Doors. | 
Bur the pawerful Objection 
(not only againſt an additional 
Force, but any Force at all) is, 
that it will grow upon us, and be- 
come, at length, Part of the Con- 
ſtitution: It will, ſay ſome People, 
maintain itſelf in the Houſe of 
Commons; or, if that ſhould fail, 
it will then turn them out of Doors, 
and eſtabliſh itſelf upon the Ruins 
of Liberty: There are innumera- 
ble - Inſtances, no doubt, of the 
Tyranny of Armies in all Countries; 
but Times, as well as the different 
State and Situation of Affairs in

Parliament, for it can never be 155 up- 
poſed by any Man, who is not de- 
prived of his Underſtanding, that

Men of Fortune, ſhould concur in 
any Meaſures for making themſelves 

Slaves. Indeed, if the Army was to 
be paid out of the King's Coffers, 
and that a Parliament did not ſit 
above once or twice in the Space of 
Ten Years, which was the Caſe in 


ſome former Reigns, then the Na- 
tion might have ſtrong Reaſons for 


apprehending a military Government; 
but nothing can be more chiwe ; 
than ſealouſies of that Kind, under 
the preſent Adminiſtration, ub a 
Parliament meets once a Vear, which 
gives them an Opportunity of exam- 
ming the State of Affairs, as well at 


home as abroad, but eſpecially ſince 


the Subſiſtance of the Army entirely 
depends upon the Will and Pleaſure 
of Parliament : Burt, to ſum up this 
F whole 
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whole Argument againſt Armies, I 
think nothing ſo proper to undeceive 
People of their ſtrange Whimſies on 
that Head, as to look back upon the 
Conduct of the laſt Reign, when it 
was ſometimes thought adviſeable te 
have great Armies on Foot, accord- 
ing to the Exigency of Affairs, yet 
was there no Attempt, or even the 
leaſt Shaddow of any Step that could 
tend towards an Invaſion of the Laws, 
or the Conſtitution. The ſame Re- 
mark may be made upon the preſent 
Reign ; ſo we well may conclude, 
that whatever has, or can, be offered 
againſt ſupporting, or augmenting a 
Body of Forces, according to the Vi- 
ciſſitude of Affairs either at home or 
abroad, can have no other View than 
to alarm and inflame the Minds of 
weak or unthinking People. 

ON the Whole, a confiderable 
Land Force would not only ſecure us 
againſt real Dangers, but the imagi- 
nary ones too, which have frequently 
alarmed the whole Kingdom, in the

Space of a few Years. In what Con- 
fuſion were we upon the Noiſe of the 
Spaniſh Expedition to Oran ? Was 
not the whole Kingdom diforder'd on 
that Occaſion ? What prefling of Sail- 
ors in our Ports? What Interruption 
of Trade by taking Men out of the 
Merchant Ships? What Fall of 
Stocks? We were in the ſame Fright 
the Year before, upon ſome Advice, 
that the French were marching to 
Dunkirk - And fince we muſt be al- 
ways expoſed to the ſame Inconveni- 
encies and Diſorders (which put the 
Government to incredible Expences, 
and diſturb the Quiet of the whole 
Kingdom, whule our Land Forces are 
ſo inconſiderable, as they are at pre- 
ſent, which has been the only Source 
of the outragious Behaviour of ſome 
People at home, and the Affronts and 
Injuries we have received abroad in 
our Reputation and Commerce.
